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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument is not persuasive for reason of 
record. Additionally, applicant argues that no puff pastry can be made either in baked or unbaked formed that has a dimensionof less 
than .9mm as a substantially commercial product and the short curst layer in Van Der Graf is unleavened. This argument is not supported 
by factual evidence. Applicant has not submitted any thing to show that puff pastry cannot be made to have a thickness of less than 
.9mm. The article on puff pastry submitted by applicant does not have any restriction of the thickness. Furthermore, applicant discloses 
on page 9 of the specification that the outer layer can be a laminated dough having four or more laminations. This is the same as a puff 
pastry dough. As to the short crust being unleavened, short crust in only one example of an anchoring layer disclosed by Van Der Graf. 
They disclose on col. 1 lines 60-65, the anchoring layer also includes pastry such as bread, pizza. Thus, it would have been obvious to 
one skilled in the art to make the anchoring layer to be a yeast leavened layer because bread and pizza dough are commonly yeast- 
leavened dough. It is not suggested to change the puff pastry layer in the Van Der Graf product. The puff pastry layer is equivalent to the 
claimed first unleavened outer layer. .
